St. John, N. B., May 26.—This city 
was visited yesterday by the heaviest 
fire since 1877 when nearly the 
entire city was swept away. Today 
the conflagration was in the north end 
of Indian town, at the mouth of the 
St. John river. The alarm was sent 


in about 2 p.m. and the fire raged 
until 6:30, The loss was a heavy one, 
especially as nearly all the buildings 
destroyed were either owned or occu- 
pied by men who worked in the saw 
mills or on the river. In many 
cases the furniture was also  des- 
troyed. Only one life’ was lost, an 
unmarried lady named “Conrad” 
being buried to death, The charred’ 
remains were found in the debris. 
Another woman, named Mowry, who 
was suffering from heart trouble died 
of fright. The loss is estimated at 
half a million dollars covered by in- 
surance to the extent of three hun- 
dred thocsand dollars.
